HE defeat of the German, 
troops on the Soviet front 
and the blows dealt by our 
allies have shaken the whole edifice 
of the Fascist bloc, and it is now 
crumbling before our eyes,” Marshal 
Stalin stated in a broadcast from 
Moscow on Saturday night, on the 
eve of the twenty-sixth anniversary 
of the October revolution and 
amidst the rejoicings over the fall 
of Kiev. 

‘‘Hitlerite Germany and her 
vassals see catastrophe staring them 
in the face,” he stated. 

In a retrospect he disclosed that 
the Red Army had liberated almost 
two-thirds of the Soviet territory 
occupied by the Germans, and in 
the past year the German Army had 
lost more than 4,000,000 officers and 
men, including about 1,800,000 
killed. The Germans had also lost 
during the year more than 14,000 
'planes, 25,000 tanks, and at least 
40,000 uns. 

In place of the 240 divisions 
facing the Red Army last year, of 
which 179 were German, 257 divi- 
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which 207 divisions were German, 
the Marshal said. 

Marshal Stalin foreshadowed the 
early opening of a second front and 
Allied armies striking simultaneously 
from different directions. He said :— 
“The opening of a real second 
front in Europe, which is not far 
off, will considerably speed-up the 
victory over Germany, and will 
strengthen still further the comrade- 
ship in arms of the Allied. nations. 
This year, the blows dealt by the 
Red Army at the German troops 
were supported by the military 
operations of our allies in North 
Africa, in the Mediterranean and in 
Southern Italy. 

“ At the same time, the Allies 
have subjected, and are still subject- 
ing, important industrial centres of 
Germany to large-scale air bombing, 
thus substantially weakening the 
military might of the enemy. If 
we add to this that the Allies are 
also regularly supplying us with 
arms and equipment, we can say 
without exaggeration that by a

The daylight air offensive over the 
Continent reached a new pitch of 
intensity yesterday, says the Press 
Association. From. sunrise large 
formations of bombers and fighters 
swept across the Channel towards 
Northern France. In the morning 
Flying Fortresses, escorted b 
Thunderbolts, attacked Duren, whic 
lies about 25 miles south-west of 
Cologne, and has non-ferrous metal 
works. 

The British Air Ministry News 
Service stated: ‘‘R.A.F. Boston 
medium bombers, which flew with a 
Spitfire escort to bomb a German 
fighter station at Bernay, Northern 
France, this morning, were led by 
a French wing-commander, and in- 
cluded the Lorraine Squadron of 
the Fighting French Air.

Soon afterwards Typhoon fighter-

It is ne 
mere suggestion, however, that 
“plough ’’ should be spelled 
“plow,” and that the two final 
letters should be dropped fxor 
programme ”'; the critics claim 
that such a change is merely the 
substitution of one convention for 
another, and that spelling will be 
given freedom to evolve with 
language only if everybody ie 
allowed to spell as he pleases. 
The argument is seductive, and 
will be hailed with joy, not cnlv 
by schoolboys, but by those many 
distinguished people who are still 


“]'s” there are in “ parallel.” 
Yet the heaven of liberty which 
it seems to open up is in reality 
the vestibule of chaos. It is true 
that English spelling in no way 
represents the sounds of words. 
The story is told of two 
phoneticians who were asked how 
to pronounce the word “ ghot.’’ 
One said that is spelt “fish,” 
taking “gh” as in “ tough,” 
““o” as in “ women,” and ‘‘t” 
as in “nation.” The other said 
that it was not a word at all; 
for, taking “gh” as in 
‘‘though,”’ ‘‘o’’ as in “ journey” 
and “t” as in “castle,” all the 
elements were silent. Yet, by 
what symbols could an accurate 
reproduction of ‘pronunciation be 
obtained; and what pronuncia- 
tion ought to be reproduced? The 
critics who claim that life would 
be simplified by the introduction 
of a ‘‘spell as you please”’ 


Phenix Park, for example, 
would appear variously as 
‘* Feenix,’’ “ Fenix,’’ “ Phenikz,’’ 
“ Ghaenicks,” or any combina- 
tion of these and number- 
less other symbols. Indeed, 
original spirits would find scope 
for their ingenuity in devising 
more “nc more outlandish forms 
of uvo., word. ‘' Phenix’’ may 
be a silly spelling, with scanty 
phonetic basis; but at least people 
who want to go to the Park can 
recognise the right ‘bus. The 
point, surely, .is- that current 
spelling is a convention ; that any 
type of reformed spelling would 
be only another, though perhaps 
@ more simple, convention; and 
that tho “ spell as you please ”’ 
systoin wuuld entail so much cen- 
fusion for the reader that it is not 
worth the slight convenience for 
the writer. The final and crush- 
ing answer to the anarchist school 
is givon, however, in a one-line 
letter to The Times: “ Sir,— 
What about crossword puzzles if 
we ‘spoll as we please’ 7”
